PROF. FORSTER’S ROTARY

EXCHANGE OF IDEAS. 


How educntional systems have’ 


grown and developed to a poln 
where they Include organized 
tours to different countrica abroag 
resulting in‘more sympathetic con. 
tnet with other people Lending tc 
adjust the ideas of both aides, wae 
dealt with by Rotarian L. Forster 
Professor of Education at Hone- 
kong University, in deliverins an 
nddress at yesterday's Rolary 
Club luncheon, whieh was presi 
ed over by the Hon. Mr. 8. Tso, 
The Chairman welcomed — the 
following visitors, Rotarians 1 
Hutchen {Singapore}, A. WL 
Gordon (Shanghai), and Mr. WR.

. Rotarian Forster, 
“Education: — It's International 
Aspect,” said:—F have chosen to 
speak to this title becaute it was 
that aspect of education to which 
my attention was mort forcibly 
drawn on a recent visit to Eng- 


tna. In London f found the Ad. 


vtaory Committee en Colonial 
Education were discussing a ques- 
tion of our cultural relation with 
Chinn—that being the chapter of 
the recent report of the Economie 
Misaion to the Far Kast with which 
they were vitally concerned. Sir 
Percy Munn, the Profesnar of 
Edueation in the Londan Univer- 
ality, whs busy organising his In- 
alitate of Education in order to 
bring London more Inte the work 
scheme of education. 

In Warwickshire [found the 
Director of Education cnlareinc 
upon the important position waieh 
the United States waa achbeving 
for herself in the international 
field. He, himself, hid recently 
been lecturing in Columbia Univer- 
sity. fn the North of England the 
Headmaster of a Grammer School 
was buay organising a three weeks’ 
tour in’ Germany fer his senior 
forma, The latter was concerned 
about international education from 
the atandpoint of the League of 
Nations, but the former three- 
persons or groups, were, I think, 
concerned about the prestige of 
England. 

Those experiences set me think- 
inse upon the question and the re- 
sult is this paper, in which I at- 
tempt to follaw out-the develop- 
ment and sims of education from 
the past. It Js necessary to do 
this in order to understand the post- 
tion. 


Striking Social Development. 


One of the most striking—per- 
haps the most striking—social 
developnient in the last fifty years 
has been the expansion. of and the 
demand for education facilities 
throughout the world. Let me 
iNustrate this point with a re- 
ference to England. One hundred 
yours ago England, as a nation, 
spent nothing on this social ser- 
vice: In 1839 the sum £20,000 was 
voted and administered by 2 Com- 
mittee of the Privy = Conncil: in 
1870 the statesman, Lowe, intro- 
duced an Education Bill into the 
House of Commons with the state- 
ment that the country had no na- 
tional system of educatian. The 
next year the sum of £1,000,000 
was provided by the Exchequer, 
while, in 1931, the expenditure on 
public education reached a tatal of 
£80,000;000, a sum equal’ to the 
revenve of 1871. 

It we exumife the accounts of the 
United States of America we shall 
find that the growth 2f expenditure, 
even allowing for a difference in 
population, fs still more striking. 
In demoeratte countries the view is 
not now held that happiness for the 
average mon fies in having a full 


belly and an empty. head, but rather |- 


the Rotarian view, namely, that a 
square meal should be rounded off 
by nn intelectual feast. We. be- 
Neve that man cunnot live by bread 
alone and that cach one Is entitled. 
go far ns economic conditions per- 
mit, to ‘rench the - fullness of his 
stature, mentally, morally and 
physically, and to become what he 
has in him to become. In this way 
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shen, our national syatem has 
srown, but it ia neccasary to. go 
yack still furthor in history: and 
see how we have arrived at our 
Present position. 


The Middle Ages. 


In the Middle Ages there was no 
question of — nntionallty. Encl. 
worker belonged to his craft guild, 
wach Burgess to - hia town guild, 
‘ach «Squire and Knight to a 
verarchy, which included Lords, 
Dukes and Kings, while over all 
thera was the universal Church. In 
aia scheme culture and scholarship 
transcended national barriers, such 
in they were. There was 2 republic 
of letters within which scholarr 
were.free to range at will. They 
found themselves equally at home 
«1 Oxtord, Paris, Padua, Cordova, 
Cologne or Orleans, for they shared 
the same theological, philosophic 
ind acientifie interests through the 
u:dium of the common language, 
Iatin. It la probably truc to say 
that the scholars of the fourteenth 
century were better informed on 
“nternational mattara than scholars 
In Europe were fifty years ago. 

Force, however, which had been 
gathering strength, finally broke 
down this cultural unity and re- 
placed it by States which bore the 
linll mark of nattonality and which 
tolerated no rivals in their claims 
upon the alloginnee of their subs 
ject. Now, this new political ar- 
rangement had certain advantnges. 
It released, for art and literature, 
creative energy) which had not 
hitherto been available, and {ft en- 
couraged the expression of thought 
in the vernacular, and so linked the 
loftiest. feelings with intellect and 
imaination and gave us works of 
unsurpassing beauty. England 
would be infinitely poorer without 
her authorised version’ of the 
Bible and without’ Shakespeare. 
Franse would suffer a ytrent loss ff 
deprived of Moliore, Racine, and 
Corneille, and the world would 
suffer also if the schools of palnt- 
ing and music had not found ex- 
pressfon in national form. 


Clyitisation Threntened. 


Unfortunately there crept into 
thia system certain evils which 
later not only threatened its  exis- 
tence but even elvilisation itself. 
These evila were intensified at the 
beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
when Germany devised 3 
scheme of education whereby the 
people were to be cansolidated Into 
a state, and all their energies were 
exclusively to the 
maintenance and strengthening of 
it. It was Fichte, the German 
philosopher, who prepared the 
broad outlines of this scheme after 
the crushing defoat of the Germans 
at Jena, at the hands of Napolcon. 
There now set in a kind of Narcis- 
sism on a--nptional scale in 
Europe. Narcissits, you remem- 
bor, was the youtlr about whom it 
was prophesied by Teiresias that 
he would live 60 long as he did not 
sce the image of his own face. He 
did see hfs face mirrored-in a pool 
of clear water, was entranced and 
died in’ self-ndmiration. In this 
scheme of education, history was 
distorted, and became a national 
epic.

LABOUR'S POLICY. 


With Britain on the eve of the 
most curious General Election in 
its history, it ia interesting to look 
for a moment at the policy which 
is likely to commend itsclf to the 
bulk of the Labour Party which 
has Mr. Henderson at its head. The 
main lines of the Labour platform 
have alrendy been announced, and 
sober unnlysis thereof suggests 
that it will command very wide- 
aprend support amongst the work- 
ing classea and alao amongst the 
intelligentsia element of the Party. 
We should go even further and 
aay that, in other circumstances 
than the present, when the nation 
seems inclined to tackle its pro- 
plems on non-party lines, the La- 
bour programme would meet with 
Approval ino many other quarters 
ag well. We have renched a stage, 
however, at which it is felt that 
the combined genius of our politi- 
clans, no matter how they may be 
labelled,’ is necessary to overcome 
a crisis Which still remains unsoly- 
ed | 

In spite -of these considerations, 
however, we may expect ‘to see 
Labour making a bold bid for 
power, and if its chances be some- 
what less than would be the case 
in an election fought on party 
lines, Labour has none the less to 
be seriously reckoned with. We 
have just been rending an analysis, 
of the Opposition attitude, some 
points from which are well worthy 
of notice in view of the large part 
which Labour will play in the com- 
ing contest. According to this 
writer, the Labour Party has fail- 
ed, not because it has been too 
Socialistic, but because it haa not 
nttempted a genuine Socialist 
policy. It is refreshing to have 
the point conceded that a limit. has 
been reached to the process to tax- 
ing wealth, ‘and that a point has 
been arrived at where direct taxa- 
tion is proving unproductive, be- 
cause in’ an international economic 
system there must be “some degree 
of international conformity” in the 
level of taxation as in other things. 
Advanced Liberalism and moderate 
Socinilam, it Is suggested, have 50 
far been content with redistribut- 
Ing the taxable Incomo of the rich. 
It_has used that surplus In order 
to expand’ tho’ social services and 
to keop the poor and the unemploy- 
ed from starvation: But it has 
novor tackled proporty at its source 
or attempted to control ita 


final puthority. What. is needed, 


therefore, according. to the autho- 
rity we-are quoting, fs the adop- 
tion of. far moro radical and in- 
telllgent policy—one involving the 
employment of the unemployed by 
the State, the reorganisation of in- 
dustry ‘under State control, not on 
tho model of old-fashioned nationa- 
liation and management by White- 
hall, but by the transformation of 
the basic industrics and services 
into public utility corporations. 
Even Mr, Lloyd George in his 
Liberal Yellow Book outlined the 
germs of a genuine Socialist pro- 
gramme aiming at the soclal con- 
trol of banking policy and of the 
flow of national Investment: and 
Labour leaders (now think that 
from such a key pesitiori the 
economic planning of the nation 
could be begun. . 

On the unemployed problem, the 
nuthority we are citing anys that 
no-one with any sense can 
believe it ja anything bat 
suicidal and demoralising to at- 
tempt to retain a huge population 
in idleness. The ‘functions of 
Trade Unions have been to keep up 
the standard of Mving and to pro- 
tect the conditions of the working 
elnases, but it is-submitted that the 
only policy which Is going to do 
therfi or anyone clsc any good ia 
one which will aim at the recon- 
struction of industrics-on a planned 
economy, in the national interest. 
Here we have an idea which is re- 
echoed in the Labour election pro- 
xramme, and it {a one which is 
bound to make an appeal to a very 
large section of the community. 
Taken in conjunction with the 
other aspects of Labour poticy, it 
might, in normal times, secure 
victory for the Party. At present, 
it is doubtful tf it will suffice. At 
any rate, whether we agree or dis- 
auree with the outline of Labour's 
attitude given above, it is well that 
we should keep in tind the objects 
nimed at. 


Ford's Garden Edict. 


Henry Ford caused ao tremendous 
sensation recently when he an- 
notinced that those of his employees 
who have familiea,'and who do not 
xrow their own garden produce 
next yenr, will be dismissed from 
their job in his plants, It Is char- 
acteristic of ordinary ideas of 
freedom that a man considers ita 
personal problem whether he buys 
his carrots ound -turnips at the 
corner grocery store or raises them 
in his own back yard, There is 
a touch of the feudal lordship, in 
the edict, most people have com- 
mented not without some justifica- 
tion. However, an analytical study 
of the situation suggests that Mr. 
Ford was possibly acting wisely. 


In days of economic prosperity it 


isn't necessary to consider the liv- 
ing problems of one's employecs. 
When depression comes, the scene 
changes. An employer who ig in- 
terested in home-efliciency, a8 well 
as the shop-efficiency of his men, 
will look beyond the ivalls of his fac- 
tory. That is what Ford has done. 
Gardening is an added expense. 
Ford has:generously offered to pro- 
vide land for those who do not have 
it. He is putting expert advice at the 
service of every man and woman, 
There is another side to the ques- 
tion, too, one that the automobile 
manufacturer may not have con- 
sidered. There is. something in 
working with the soil that deve- 
lops a keener appreciation of sim- 
ple values in men snd women, 
They come. a little closer, to the 
life-giving urge... Their souls gtow 
with rambler rosea and radishes. 
People have had a tendency. for the 
Inst 10 years to climb higher and 
higher in a atcel-girded world. 
Skyscrapers have shot into the 
clouds. Aircraft has winged its 
way closer and closer to the stars, 
This is as it should be. No onv 
would ba foolish enough to insist 
that theso things should aot be. 
But while visions soar thero is o 
danger that they may lack the 
proper foundation uniess men look 
to the tillage of the soll again. 
It is an economic necessity that 
mon raiso tholr food when they are 
able and have the- necossary 
ground snd time.

R. SNOWDEN succeeded in 
doing by his Budget what no 
Minister either in the Jato or the 
present Govorninent ‘was able to 
do by speeches—he forced every- 
one to realise that the national 
finnnces are in a serfous condi- 
tion. ry : . 

It could indeed be said that he 
should have done this In his: pre- 
Budget. Tho stern. mea- 


ing did not suddenly become neces- 
sary. The necessity for them 
existed, before the previous Budget 
was framed. Myr. Snowden ad- 
mitted as much when he recalled 
the grave warning he gave the 
House of Commons Inst Februnry. 

He produced, under ‘ circum- 
stances of crisis bordering upon 
panic, a act of proposala which had 
a better warrnnt in May than they 
have in September. 


The Roots of The Emergency. 


This Is not to say that the dud- 
getary situation has not become 
sufficiently alarming to require 
the application of emergency men- 
sures, Many of ua, however, feel 
that the crisia has been produced 
by ovents of a political character, 
and that these eventa would not 
have taken place if Mr. Snowden 
had taken the bull boldly by the 
horns and had balanced his enrlier 
Budget in the way that a Socialist 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
should at least have attempted to 
balance ft. . 

It fa dificult, in view of the 
reftcrated statements that all 
parties must share responsibility 
in the attempt to balance . the 
Budeet, to escape the conclusion 
that the day of reckoning so clenr- 
ly foreseen was deliberately post- 
poned to secure the formation of 
a “national” Government which 
could enforce the policy that Is 
being pursucd to-day. 

There will be for a Jong time 
to come an embittered controversy 
as to the origin of the financial 
crisis which has brought about 
the political conditions that made 
possible the introduction of an 
emergency Budget of this charac- 
ter. 

But Jong |. ‘ore tas true signi+ 
ficance of th. crinis ix understood 
the country will beyin to apprecl- 
ate the effects of the Budget upon 
our sociul policy and upon the 
standards of life of those large 
sections of the community living 
on wages and salaries. 

Mr. Snowden’s proposals bear 
with particular severity upon these 
classes, and with indefensible 
harshness and unfairness upon 
the poorest of them, particularly 
the unemployed. 


Object of the Budget. 


I do not think it can be disputed 
that the object of the Budget is 
to effect a lowering.of the standard 
of life. It does so in obedience to 
the view insisted upon by the 
employers’ organisations, that it 
is necessary to incrense the com- 
petitive power of British industry 
in the markets of the world by 
reducing production costs. 

The Budget .givea o lend to the 
process of cutting costs .at the 
expenso of wages,, salaries and 
social services. - ; 

It carries a step further the 
(Tory policy of subsidising depreas-

The Governmont, it is true, has 
censed or is ceasing to borrow;

Foreign credits are 
still held in London, at the mercy 
of such circumstances as those 
which led to thelr sudden with- 
drawal by countries which tad 
their money locked up in Germany. 

Nothing hag happened to pre- 
vent @ recurrence of the trresist- 
ible flow of monetary gold to’ 
France and to the United Stater. 
The Hoover Plan fs stil! in sus- 
pense. Germany has yet.to obtain 
the long-term credits required to . 
save her Industries from collapse. 
Capital is still being hoarded he- 
cause of the widespread feeling of 
uncertainty now prevailing, and- 
unless the whole process of In- 
vertmerit is reversed on a large 
acale and debts and reparation 
payments reduced, the combination 
of these factors. may bring about 
a worldwide crash. 

These possibilities are not in 
the Ieast-affected by the measures

taken to deal with our own bud- 
getary position. : 


The Bearers of Burdens. 


Nor has there been in any specch 
or statement made by members of 
the Government any indication 
that the true significance of the 
financial crisis is understood. So 
far as one can judge, the Govern- 
ment’s only .policy is to incrense. 
the compatitive power of British 
industry, by placing the main bur- 
den of reducing costes upon the 
waye-earners and salaried clasacs. 

In defence of his Budget Mr. 
Snowden has used argumonts 
which suggeat that he has lont 
himself without reserve to the 
carrying out ‘of this policy, He 
has talked of the burden of taxa- 
tlon borne by the richer classes 
as if ho belleved that no further 
sacrifices enn fairly be roquired’ 
from them. ; 

He has spoken of death duties 
as though. they are paid by the 
living. In so speaking he has 


‘}denied on self-evident truth and 


has renounced his own past; 

The patlotism of tho rich . will 
not prevent them, If they cannot’ 
avoid taxation by seeking domicile 
in the Isle of Man ,or fi Jersay, 
from transferring their’ gud 
capital abroad.

Meanwhile, it is not possible to 
alate whieh exactly will be the 
altitude of the Chinese clubs fol- 
lowhy: upon the Council's official 
statement which was in the fol- 
lowing: terms?

NO WHOLESALE CUTS. 

A warning agninst a wholesale 
and ill-considered cutting down of 
expenditure is given.to local su- 
thorities in a circular issued by 
the Minister of Health. 


The circular, after referring to 
the imposition of heavy additienal 
taxation for national services, 
continues: 


“The Government would not 
however, contemplate. that loci 
nuthoritics should embark on 4 
wholesale and ill-considevea 
course of cutting down  expenii- 
ture.

“What they would desire is that 
each local authority should subject 
immediately to careful and detail- 
ed scrutiny the whole field of: its 
expenditure.” 


Rovarding salaries the circular 
says the conditions vary so nin- 
terially that the Government do 
not think it practicable, even if it 
were desirable, for them to impose 
any hard and fast rule on loczi 
authorities in this matter.
